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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-8 are pending. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: Fig.1, 150; Fig. 3, 340; Fig.6, 55, 58a, 58b, 59; Fig 7a, 7030; Fig 7b, 
7100, 71 10, 7120. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 .121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in 
the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (b) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page 
header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing 
figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. 
The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: There 
are numerous typographical errors regarding figure numerals. For example, in 
paragraph [0035] the WMLScript libraries has been labeled 933. It is understood 



that the applicant intended that numeral to read "233". Similar errors are noticed 
in paragraph [0038]. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink 
and/or other form of browser-executable code. Applicant is required to delete the 
embedded hyperlink and/or other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 
608.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Forslow (US Patent No. 6608832). 

As to claim 1 , Forslow teaches an information control device to provide for 
the selection of bearer services for sending data over a network comprising: a 
type indication; a plurality of service parameters indicating the preferred bearer 
service; and data to be sent by the bearer service indicated by said plurality of 
service parameters. (Abstract; Fig 4 and 7; col 5, lines 65-67 and col 6, lines 1- 



60; col 9, lines 39-67 and col 10, lines 1-39; col 12, lines 35-55; col 14, lines 1- 
25) 

As to claim 2, Forslow teaches an information control device of claim 1 , 
wherein the bearer service is GSM. (col 20, lines 64-67 and col 21, lines 1-15) 

As to claim 3, Forslow teaches an information control device of claim 1 , 
where in the bearer service is TDMA. (col 11, lines 1-10, col 21, lines 1-14) 

As to claim 5, Forslow teaches a method for selecting a preferred bearer 
service to transmit data over a network comprising the steps of: retrieving a 
tagged document with content from a server; searching for bearer services tags 
which identify a bearer service for which the content is best suited; and sending 
the content using the bearer service identified by said tags. (Abstract; Fig 4 and 
7; col 5, lines 65-67 and col 6, lines 1-60; col 9, lines 39-67 and col 10, lines 1- 
39; col 12, lines 35-55; col 14, lines 1-25) 

As to claim 6, Forlow teaches the method of claim 5, wherein the bearer 
service is GSM. (col 20, lines 64-67 and col 21 , lines 1-15) 

As to claim 7, Forslow teaches the method of claim 5, where in the bearer 
service is TDMA. (col 11, lines 1-10; col 21, lines 1-14) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 



Claims 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Forslow (US Patent No. 6608832) and further in view of Anderson et al (US 
PGPUB 2003/0012217). 

As to claims 3 and 7, Forslow teaches the information control device and 
method of claims 1 and 5, respectively. Furthermore, Forslow teaches the use of 
GSM, TDMA, and CDMA based system for applications running on a mobile 
station. 

However, with regards to the limitation "wherein the bearer service is 
WCDMA", Forslow does not explicitly indicate the CDMA based being wideband. 

Anderson et al teaches radio access over a radio interface in a UMTS 
based upon WCDMA, TDMA, and GSM. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate 
the teachings of Anderson et al into those of Forslow to make the system more 
flexible. The added feature of the wideband version of CDMA, WCDMA, would 
provide, as is known in the art, "wide bandwidth for multimedia services and 
other high transmission rate demands as well as robust features like diversity 
handoff and RAKE receivers to ensure high quality communication service in a 
frequently changing environment". S-"u AkcU^ss**. , p^fe
